P REF A C E. 


| Tur former CONSTITUTION of 

FRANCE, Was preſented to the late Kine, 
and accepted, and ſworn to, by bim on the 
third of September 1791. In the month 
of Auguſt 1792, the powers of the King 
were ſuſpended, and the NATIOYAL As- 
SEMBLY declared to the French Nation, 
their deſire to ſee a freſh Repreſentation of 
the People appointed, in order to frame a 
new Conſtitution ; becauſe the Conſtitution 
which had been made, was now broken, 
and deſtroyed. This new repreſentation 


met on the 21ſt September 1792, at Paris:

and called eie ves a NATIONAL Co- 
VENTION. After diſpatching all the imme- 


diate neceſſary buſineſs, they proceeded to 


the great object of their election; and in 
the month of February 179g, the Com- 


mittee, whom they had appointed to drav 


p the plan of a NEW] CoxsTriruriox, 
preſented the following.

NATURAL, CIVIL, AND POLITICAL 
RIGHTS OF MAN. 
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Tur end of all, uniting of men, in ſociety, 


being the maintenance of their natural, civil, and 
political rights, theſe rights ought to be the baſis 
of the ſocial compact; and their acknowledg- 
ment, and their declaration, ought to precede the 
Conſtitution which 'enſures their guarantee. 

Art. I. The natural, civil, and political rights 


of man, are liberty, equality, ſafety, property, ſo- 


cial guarantee, and reſiſtance to oppreſſion. s 
Art. II. Liberty conſiſts in the power of do- 


ing whatever is not , contrafy to the rights of 
others: Thus, the exerciſe of the natural rights 
of every man, has no other limits than thoſe 
which affure to the other members of ſociety, 
the enjoyment of the ſame rights. 


Art. III. The conſervation of liberty, depetids 


on a ſubmiſſion to the law, which is the expreſ- 
fion of the general will. All which is —_— 


kibited by the law, cannot be prevenged; and 


none can be conſtrained to do that N it Has 
not ordained. res | 
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Art. IV. Every man is free to manifeſt his 
thoughts, or his opinions. | 

Art. V. The liberty of the preſs, or any other 
means of publiſhing his thoughts, cannot be 
ſuſpended, interdicted, or limited. 

Art. VI. Every citizen is free in the exerciſe 
of his religion. 

Art. VII. Equality conſiſts in this ; that each 
may enjoy. the ſame rights, | | g 

Art. VIII. The law ought to be equal for all, 1 
whether to reward or to puniſh,.to protect or re- 
prels. | | 

Art. IX. All citizens are eligible to all public 
places, employs, and functions. Free people 
knowing no other motives of preference, but ta- 
lents and virtues. 

Art. X. Public ſafety conſiſts in the protection 

granted by ſociety to each citizen, for the pre- 
ſervation of his perſon, of his effects, and of his 
rights. 
Art. XI. None can be called, in jlgibe ac- 
cuſed, arreſted, or detained, but in caſes deter- 
mined by the law, and according to the forms it 
preſcribes. Every other act exerciſed againſt a 
Citizen is arbitrary and null. 

Art. XII. Thoſe who ſollicit, iſſue, ſign, exe- 
cute, or cauſe to be executed ſuch arbitrary acts, 
Are culpable, and mult be puniſhed. * | | 

Art. XIII. Ciüzens, againſt whom the execu- 


tion of ſuch als 3 are atiempted, have the right to

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; repel force by force; but every citizen called 
on, or ſeized by the authority of the law, and in 
the forms preſcribed by it, ought inſtantly to obey, 
and becomes culpable by reſiſtance, 

Art. XIV. Every man being preſumed inno- 
cent, until he has been declared guilty, if it is 
judged indiſpenſably neceſſary to arreſt him, 
every rigour which is not neceſſary to ſecurę his 
- perſon, ought to be ſeverely repreſſed by. the 


law. 


Art. xv. None ought to be puniſhed, but i 1 


virtue of a known eſtabliſhed law, promulgated 
anterior to the offence, and legally applied. 

Art. XVI, A law which puniſhed a-crime 
committed before its exiſtence, would be an ar- 
bitrary act. The retroactive effect given to the 
law, is a crime. 

Art. XVII. The law ought only to pronounce 

puniſhments ftrialy and evidently neceſſary to 
the general ſafety. Theſe ought to be proporti- 
oned to the crimes, and uſeful to ſociety. 
Art. XVIII. The right of property conſiſts 
in this; that every man is maſter of diſpoſing. at 
his will, of his effects, of his capital, of his re 
venues, and of his gains. | 

Art. XIX.. No ſpecies of labour, of com- 
merce, of culture, can he be interdicted from; 
he may fabricate, {el}, and tranſport every ſpecies 
of enn ,

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Art. XX. Every man may engage for his 
ſervices and his time, but he cannot ſell himſelf; 
his perſon not being an alienable property. 

Art. XXI. None can be deprived of the 


leaſt portion of his property without his conſent 
unleſs at a time of public neceſſity, legally fixed, 
- evidently required, and under the condition of a 
juſt and previous indemnity. 


Art. XXII. No contribution can be eſta- 
bliſhed, but for general utility, and to ſupply the 
public wants, All citizens have the right, perſon- 


ally, or by their repreſentatives, to, concur in 
the eſtabliſhment of contributions. | 


Art. XXIII. Every man requires an POT 


"tary inſtruction, and ſociety owes it to all its 


members. . 
Art. XXIV. The public aids are a facred 


debt of ſociety, and it belongs to the law to de- 


termine the extent and the application. 


Art. XXV. The ſocial guarantee of thels 
rights, reſt on the national ſovereignty. 
Art. XXVI. This ſovereignty is one indiviſ- 


ble, impreſcriptible, and inalienable. 
Art. XXVII. It effentially reſides in the whole 


of the people; and each citizen has an equal 


right to concur to its exerciſe, 


Art, XXVIII. No partial reunion af citi- 
zens, and no individual have power to arrogate

Art. XXX. All citizens are bound to con- 
cur to this guarantee, and give force to the law, 
whenever they are called on in its name. 

Art. XX XI. Men united in ſociety, ought | 
to have legal means to reſiſt oppreſſion. 

Art. XXXII. There is oppreſſion when a 
law violates the natural, civil, and political rights 
which it is indebted to preſerve.

IV. This Election is to be effeftuated by a ſin- 
gle ſcrutiny, and by the ſimple majority of votes. 
Every one that votes, ſhall ſet down on his ballot 
two perſons only, whatfoever be the number of

V. Nevertheleſs in the caſe, when through the 
reſult of the - firſt ballot the election af the 
Members of the office ſhould not be compleat, 

a ſecond ballot ſhall take place in order to com-

The funktions of the Members of this

II. The French Citizens ſhall likewiſe unite in 
Primary Aſſemblies for to deliberate upon ob- 
jects that concern the general intereſt of the Re- 
public, as 1ſt, when the queſtion is to accept 
or refuſe a plan for a Conſtitution, or any alte- 
ration whatever in the Conſtitution that is alrea- 
dy adopted. adly, When propoſals are making 
for to convene a National Convention. gdly. 
When the legiſlative body, upon a queſtion that 
concerns the whole Republic, wants to be inform- 
ed of the wiſhes of all the citizens on the ſubjeR. 
Laſtly, When the queſtion is, either to requeſt the 
legiflative dody to take an object into conſidera. 
tion, or to exerciſe on the acts of the national repre- 
ſentation the cenſure of the people, purſuant. to 
the mode, and according to the rules laid down 
by the Conſtitution. 

III. The Elections and deliberations of the 
Primary Aſlemblies, which from their nature, 
tendency, or mode, are inconſiſtent with the 
rules preſcribed by the Conſtitutional Lay, ſhall 
be youd and of no force.

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SECTION m. 


GENERAL RuLles rox THE ELECTIONS 1N 
THE PRIMARY ASSEMBLIES; 


Article I. The elections ſhall be performed by 
means of two ballots, the firſt of which, merely 
preparatory, ſhall only ſerve to form a liſt of pre- 
ſentation, and the ſecond, opened only .among 
the candidates, entered in the liſt of. repreſenta- 
tion, ſhall be decifive and conſummate the elec- 
tion. | | 

II. As for the ballot of preſentation, as ſoon 
as the Aſſembly is formed, the Members acknow- 
ledged, the Committee eſtabliſhed, and the ob- 
Jett of the Convocation made known, each voter 
ſhall receive in the Committee a printed ballot, 
on which his name is wrote on the margin. 

III. The ſcrutiny ſhall be opened that very 
moment, and ſhall only be cloſed in the ſitting of 
the next day, at four o' clock in the afternoon. 
Each citizen ſhall write, or cauſe to be wrote, 
on his ballot, a number of names, equal to that 
of the places to be elected, and ſhall, during this 
interval, depoſit it in the Committee. | 

IV. In the fitting of the ſecond day, at four 
o'clock, the Committee ſhall proceed to the 
examination and verification of the ſcrutiny, by 
reading aloud the name of each voter, and the 
-names of thoſe which he has wrote on his ballot.

V. All this ſhall be publicly tranſafted. 
VI. The 
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VI. The reſult of the ſcrutiny of each Pri- 
mary Aſſembly decreed and proclaimed by the 
Committee, ſhall be ſent to the chief place of the 
department, when the verification of the reſults 
of each Primary Aſſembly ſhall be made publicly 
by the adminiſtrators. 

VII. The liſt of preſentation ſhall be formed 
of thoſe who have obtained moſt votes in a tre- 
ble number for the places that are vacant. 
VIII. If there is an equal number of ſuffra- 
ges the eldeſt ſhall be preferred in all caſes; and 
jf there is only one place to be filled, the eldeſt 

ſhall alone be entered on the liſt. 

IX. The general verification of the reſult of 
the ſcrutinies made by the Primary Aſſem- 
blies, ſhall begin on the eighth day after 
that which is ſet for the opening of the eleQion, 
and the ſerutinies of the Primary Aſſemblies deli- 
vered to the adminſtration of the department 
after this period, ſhall not be admitted. | 

X. The liſt of preſentation of candidates, 
ſhall not be ultimately determined immediately 
after the verification of the reſult of the ſcrutiny 
of the Primary Aſſemblies. The adminſtration 
of the department ſhall be bound to get it print- 
ed and publiſhed without delay; it ſhall only be 
looked upon as a ſimple plan, and it ſhall contain, 
"firſt, the liſt of candidates that have had moſt 

votes, in three times the number of places that 


are to be filled, 2dly, An equal number of per- 
| fons 
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ſons choſen from among ſuch as have gained moſt 
ſuffrages, after the candidates that were firſt en- 
tered, and by obſerving always among them- 
ſelves the order of plurality. 
XI. In the courſe of the fifteen days after the 
publication of this firſt liſt, the adminiſtration of 
the department ſhall receive the declaration of 
ſuch as, being entered on the ſame, either among 
the firſt number of candidates, or the ſecond, de- 
clare that they can or will not accept; and on 
the fifteenth day the liſts ſhall be definitively 
cloſed, by ſupplying thoſe of the candidates that 
have refuſed, at firſt by thoſe that are entered 
among the ſecond number of candidates, and 
ſucceſſively by thoſe, who after them have had 

moſt votes, always obſerving among themſelves 
the order of plurality. 

XII. The liſt of preſentations thus definitively 


cloſed and reduced to three times the number of © 


perſons to be elected, ſhall be ſent without delay, 
by the. adminiſtration of the department to the 
Primary Aſſemblies. The adminiſtration ſhall ſet 
the day on which the Primary Aſſeiablies are to 
proceed to the laſt ſcrutiny of election; yet un- 
der no pretence whatever ſhall this period be put 
off any longer than the ſecond Sunday after Mo 
liſt of preſentation is cloſed. | 

XIII. The Aﬀembly being aſſembled for * 


ſecond and laſt ſcrutiny, each voter ſhall receive 


in the Committee, 2 ballot with two columns,

XIV. Each of the voting members ſhall write 
or cauſe to be wrote on the firſt column, as many 
individuals as there are -places to ele&; and then 
on the ſupplementary column a numher of names 
equal to that which was wrote on the firſt column, 
This ballot ſhall not be figned. | 

XV. The votes can only concern the indivi- 
duals entered on the liſt of preſentation. 

XVI. In each Primary Aſſembly there ſhall be 
a ſeparate verification of the ſuffrages that are on 
the firſt column of elections, and afterwards on 
the ſupplementary column. 

XVII. Theſe reſults ſhall be ſent to the chief 
place of the department, and ſhall be received 
there only on the 8th day after that which is ap- 
pointed for the opening bf the ſecond ſcrutiny, 

XVIII. The adminiſtratiou of the department 
ſhall publicly proceed to the general examination 
of the reſults of the ſcrutiny ſent by the Primary 
Aſſemblies. At firſt the number of ſuffrages 
given to each candidate on the firſt columns of 
election will be ſcrutinized particularly and ſepa- 
rately, and afterwards thoſe on. the een een 
columns. 

XIX. If the e of votes mentioned on 


the firſt columns does not give a decided majority 
5 | to 
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to any body, an exception will be made againſt the 
number of ſuffrages which each candidate has 
obtained on both columns, and the nomination 
of all the perſons that are to be elected, and like- 
wiſe that of the perſons who ſupply their places 
ſhall he determined in order of plurality. 

XX. If one or ſeveral candidates carry a de- 
cided majority, by the verification of the votes 
mentioned on the firſt liſt or column; their elettion 
Ihall be admitted, and recourſe then only be had 
to the addition of the votes mentioned on the two 
columns, for the candidates who have not had a. 
decided majority in the firſt column, and for the 
places that are vacant after the verification, 

XXI. The juppleans in the firſt place will be 
thoſe who on the firſt column; having obtained 
an abſolute majority, have the greateſt numbet 
of votes, after the perſons elected; and then 
thoſe who, after the elected perſons, have moſt 
ſuffrages, by the re-union of the two columns, 
although they only have obtalued. a relative plu- 
rality.

The adminiſtrations of the Commonality, 
mall be ſubordinate to thoſe of the Department. 

VIII. The Organization of Municipalities and 

their agency in the Sections, the particular duties 
they will have to diſcharge, and the mode of their 
election by Citizens convened in the aſſemblies of 
Sections, ſhall be determined by a peculiar law, 
independent of the conſtitution, 
IX. The Citizens of each Commonality, aſſem- 
bled in their Sections, cannot deliberate upon any 
objects but ſuch as particularly concern their 
Section, or Commonality ; they can in no cafe 
whatever, adminiſtrate for themſelves. 

X. The Adminiſtrators of Departments are 
chiefly charged wirh the diſtribution of dire& 
Contributions, and to have the inſpection over 
the monies ariſing from all the public revenues in 
the whole extent of their territory ; with the exa- 
mination of the accounts of the adminiftration of 
the Commonalities, and to deliberate upon the 
demands which may be made for the intereſt of 
their department. 

XI. The Adminiſtrators in all the parts of the 
Republic muſt be conftdered as Delegates of the 
nattonal government, in every thing that relates 
io the execution of the laws, and general adminĩ- 


ſtration; and as the particular agents of the por-

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tion of Citizens reſident in their territory, for 
every thing that is ſolely relative to their local 

and particular intereſts. | 
XII. Under the fr of theſe relations; they are | 
chiefly ſubordinate- to the Carr and; Fn 
of the Executive Council.

XIII. The Legiſlative Body ſhall r 
by particular Laws, the rules and mode of their 
functions, on all the parts of the AdamioaRration 
they are entruſted with. 

XIV. They can in no caſe whatever med.

ſuch as the adminiſtration of the Land and Sea- 
forces, or the management of Eſtabliſuments, the

Article I. The French Republic will only take 
up arms for the maintenance of its liberty, the 


preſervation of its territory and the defence of 


its allies, | 

II. It abſolutely renounces joining to its ter- 
ritory foreign countries, except with the wiſhes 
freely declared of the majority of the inhabitants, 
and, in the caſe only when the countries whichſhall 
ſollicit this union, ſhall not be incorporated and 


united to another nation, in virtue of a ſocial fat 


expreſſed in a former nnn and e 


conſented. 


III. In hs countries ern by the arms of 


the French Republic, the Generals ſhall be hound 
to maintain, by all the means which ſhall be at 
their diſpoſal, the ſecurity of perſons, and of pro- 


perty, and to ſecure to the citizens of theſe

countries, the entire enjoyment of their natural, 
civil, and political rights. They can under no 
pretence, and in no caſe, protett with the autho- 
rity they are inveſted with, uſages contrary to li- 
berty and to natural Equality, and to the ſove- 
reignty of the people. 
IV. In its relations to foreign nations, the 
French Republic will reſpett the inſtitutions gua- 
ranteed by the expreſs, or tacit conſent of the 
generality of the people. 

V. The declaration of War ſhall be made by 
the Legiſlative Body, and ſhall not be ſubje& to 
the forms preſcribed for the other deliberations ; 
but it cannot be decreed, except in a fitting 
announced at leaſt three days before, by a ſigned 
Scrutiny, and after having heard the Executive 

Council of the Republic. | 
Vl. In caſe of hoſtilities, imminent or begun, 
of threats, or of . preparations of war againſt the 


French Republic, the Council is bound to em- 
ploy for the defence of the State, the means 


which are given at its di ſpoſal, upon condition to 
notify it to the Legiſlative Body without delay; 
it may even in theſe caſes, point out the increaſe 
of forces, and the new meaſures, which circum- 
ſtances may require. 

VII. All Agents of the public force are au- 


thoriſed in caſe of attack, to repel a hoſtile agreſ— 


ſion, upon condition of immediately . 
the Executive Council thereof.

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VIII. No negotiation can be begun, no ſuf. 
penſion of hoſtilities can be granted, except in 
virtue of a decree of the Legiſlative Body, who 
can only pronounce on theſe objetts, after having 
heard the Executive Council. | 

IX. The Conventions and Treaties of Peace, 


of Alliance and of Commerce, ſhall be negoci- 


ated in the name of the French Republic by the 
agents of the Executive Council, and charged 
with its inſtructions ; but their execution ſhall be 
ſuſpended, and cannot take place till after the ra- 
tification of the Legiſlative Body. 

X. The temporary capitulations and ſuſpen- 
ſions of arms agreed to by the Generals, are 
alone excepted from the preceding articles.
